What is claimed is: 




(currently amended) A miter saw comprising: 
a base; 

a table rotatably secured to said base; 

a detent system disposed between said table and said base, said detent 
system including a detent le^er pivotablv attached to said table at a first position , said 
detent system lever being movable between a first position where said table is 
releasable held with respect to^said base bv said detent svstem and a second position 
where said table is free to rotate Relative to said base; 

a locking mechanism soparato from sa i d dotont syst e m and disposed 
between said base and said table\ said locking mechanism including a locking lever 
pivotablv attached to said table at a aecond position, said second position being spaced 
from said first position, said locking niochan i sm lever movable between a first position 
where said table is locked to said base by said locking mechanism and a second 
position where said table is free to rotate\relative to said base. 



2. (currently amended) The ml^er saw according to Claim 1, wherein said 
locking mechanism comprises:

a locking bracket f i x e d l y fixed to said table and movable belween a 
released position and a locked position; and 

a locking rod disposed between said locking lever ass e mb l y ahd said 
locking bracket, said locking lever assemb l y and said locking rod being operable to 
move said locking bracket between said released and said locked positions. 

3. (original) The miter saw according to Claim 2, wherein said detent system 
further comprises: 

a detent plate fixedly secured to one of said table and said base, said 
detent plate defining at least one detent slot; and 

a detent spring fixedly secured to the other of said table and said k|>ase, 
said detent spring being biased toward said detent plate, said detent spring defin ng a 
detent adapted to engage said at least one detent slot.

said locking mechanism between a locked and an unlocked position , said second 
position being spaced from said first position : \ 

a locking bracket fixedly secured to said table\ and movable 
between a released and a retained position; \ 
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a locking afi4 rod disposed between said locking lever and said 
locking bracket, said locking rod moving said locking bracket to said retained position 
when said locking lever is pivoted to said locked position. /

locking rod is parallel to said detent ovor i do lever. 

14. (currently amended) The miter saw according to Claim IB, wherein said 
locking rod is adjacent said detent ov e r i d e lever. 

15. (currently amended) The miter saw according to Claim 12, wherein said 
detent ovorido lever is biased away from said detent spring. 

16. (currently amended) The miter saw according to Claim 12, wherein said 
detent ov e r i do lever is disposed adjacent said locking lever. 
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
